A Cleveland Leader correspondent 
thus ne ge rag with a ‘railroad.

The speaker drew from his box on 
the tender one of the German socks I 
have referred to. It consisted of a 
very heavy single piece of woollen, 
warmly lined, made to fit the foot and 
envelop the leg to about the hight of a 
pair of boots. It is drawn over one or 
two pairs of woollen stockings, and 
keeps the cold out much better than a 
regular boot would do. The socks are 
too heavy and cumbersome to wear 
with boots, and are in any event much 
warmer with arctics or rubbers. They 
should be removed from the feet ‘the 
instant one enters the house, and a pair 
of boots or heavy shoes substituted ; 
otherwise they accumulate oil from the 
feet, arid in time fail to give the warmth 
desired. The comfort of the Mackin- 
aw garments was also dilated on. They 
consist of extraordinarily heavy and 
course woollen, and are especially con- 
venient, because not occupying as much 
space ad that which would be required 
by buffalo or fur clothing. It would 
be quite convenient to wear the latter 
in running « locomotive, as can readily 
be imagined. Mackinaw material is of 
different colors, mainly blue and red. 
Sometimes the two colors are employed 
in making round caps, whith, when 
worn with fill suits, give the owner a 
picturesque and almost military ap- 
pearance. Nearly all of the trackmen 
whom I saw between St. Paul and Far- 
go, engaged in shovelli 
and other work, were 
attired in thia style, and gave me the 
impression that their bodies were as 
warm as toast, although ice formed on 
their whiskers and mustaches with 
every breath. 


Divorces in New England 


(Boston Herald ) 


In Vermont in 1860 there were 91 
divorces. In the same state in 1878 
there were 167., In New Hampshire 
the rate had increased from 159 in 1870 
to 240 in 1875. In Massachusettes the 
number had increased from 449 in 1870 
to 600 in 1878. In Massachusetts in 
1878 there was 1 divorce for every 
21 8-10 marriages, as against 1 divorce 
to every 41 mafriages in 1880. In 
1968, 2,072 divorces, were granted in 
New England, of which 457 were in 
Maine, 241 in New Hampshire, 197 in 
Vermont, 600 in Massachusetts, 401 
in Conneticut, and 196 in Rhode Is- 
land.

The Perils of the Sea. 


A. despatch to the New York World 
from Ocean Beach says: The English 
steamer Roraima still lies pounding on 
the sand at the mouth of Shark River, 
with her crew and one of her passen- 
gers, Mra. Noble, aboard of her. The 
other passenger, Mr. Marshall stood by 
until night set in Tuesday, when he 
signalled the station boat and was tak- 
en ashore. At daylight Capt. Trattles 
crowed on all sail and started the crew 
and tried to work the vessel off. She 
turned about as if on a pivot, the bow 
which lay northest pointing east and 
northwest until noon. She tossed and 
plunged, finally cradling herself in a 
sandy bed made by the revolutions of 
the propeller. The captain gave it up 
and signalled for assistance from the 
Merrett Coast Wrecking company. The 
wrecking steamer Oyclops and the 
schooner Meteor soon arrived and 
efforts were made to get a cable on 
board the steamer. The wrecking 
crew became chilled in the severe wea- 
ther, and a number of men from the 
shore were hired and sent to relieve 
them. Tonight a sixteen-inch cable is 
stretched from the steamship bow to a 
five hnndred pound anchor. It will be 
some time before the Roraima can be 
floated, and a storm may yet break her 
up. All that the wrecking people can 
do at present is to keep her from going 
ashore by means of the cal and 
anchors, and at a favourable tide to 
pull her out of the sand. An attempt 
was made this evening by the crew of 
the Roraima to come ashore in a small 
boat. The boat had not got many 
yards from the ship's side before it 
was ~— in the ice. The ship's crew 
threw the boat a line and hauled ic 
back. To-night the screw of the Ro- 
ramia is burfed in the sand, and her 
stern appears to be settli The ther- 
mometer marks 2 W mero. 

The steamer Bristol City, which left 
this port for Bristol, d, with « 
full cargo on Dec. 28th, has not since 
been heard of. Her agents here think 
that she probably encountered the ver 
heavy easterly gales, which pr 
some time in the east Atlantic, 
and that her machinery got out of or- 
der, or that she ran short of coal.
